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Who Bells the Cat? 


Gov. Long's widely publicized trail from 


siatehouse to hospitals to backwoods farm 
may have its farcical sidelights, but the 
confusion in the whole situation concerns 
more than merely the power of a Long in 
Louisiana. Just who is to determine when 
any official is mentally unbalanced enough 
as to be unfit for his duties, and who is go- 
ing to set the standards? 


The New York Times caustically com- 


mented that a menial patient who wants to 
be released from a hospital should first get 
himself elected governor of Louisiana. But 
Gov. Long's release was not only effected 
because he managed to get into a state 
hospital and then fired the authorities. 
There is simply no reliable machinery in 
any state or in the federal government for 
determining when a man is so incapaci- 
tated. And psychiatrists themselves differ 
as to the degrees of mental disturbance 
and its importance. 


According to one psychiatrist, Gov. 


Long is suffering 
from schizophrenic 


paranoia and badly needs treatment even to 
the extent of forced commitment. The gov- 
ernor himself has recognized that he is in 
some state of anxiety by putting himself in 
the hands of three prominent psychiatrists 
who have appointed a fourth to accompany 
the governor wherever he goes. But these 
doctors insist that his biggest need at pres- 
ent is rest and that visitors be limited to 
those necessary in the functioning of the 
state government 


Presumably most psychiatrists will ar- 


gue that merely the need for psychiatric 
care does not make a person incapable of 
carrying out official duties. But in the case 
of an elected representative of the people, 
with considerable authority, there always 
must be the danger and the suspicion that 
a charlatan may assume indirect power — 
through his power over his patient. 


The physical illnesses of President Eis- 


enhower and Sec. of State Dulles showed 
that there is really no yardstick to de- 
termine when an ill person is too ill to be 
effective. This indecision is even more ap- 
parent in the case of mental illness. Psychi- 
atry recognizes no real norm in the matter 
of mental balance, and the line between 
neurosis and psychosis is thin and waver- 
ing. 


Courts around the world continue to 


argue means of determining the degree of 
insanity for responsibility in the commit- 
ting of crime. Of equal importance is the 
setting up of machinery to determine one's 
capacities in the holding of office. But one 
could almost say the question is not "Is he 
crazy?" but "How crazy?" 


Some observers have pointed out that, 


in the case of Louisiana, this is really not 
important since that state has a history of 
hysteria in the management of its official 
affairs. But representative government de- 
pends in the long run on the responsibility 
of both voters and elected officials. The in- 
ability to determine a man's mental stability 
is a flaw in the system.

The Loss ot Rogan Was Unnecessary 


We have often heard governors and 


others concerned with the efficiency of the 
public service complain because, certain de- 
partment heads had been enticed away 
from their state jobs by better salaries or 
other advantages in private business. Only 
the other day Paul J. Rogan, a former state 
senator who became insurance commission- 
er of Wisconsin about four years ago. was 
guest of honor at a dinner meeting in Mil- 
waukee which took note of his departure 
from the state position. 


It is interesting to note that Rogan had 


not been enticed away from his state job by 
private business. There is every reason to 
believe that he was entirely satisfied with 
his state job. He was being 
displaced, 


however, by Charles L. Manson of Wausau 
who had been appointed by Gov. Nelson as 
a part of the expected and accepted practice 
of putting friends of the new administration 
into state office in place of friends of the 
former administration, without giving too 


A New Security Problem 


The supreme court has decided that the 


federal government may no longer use its 
present method of screening out security 
risks from among our three million de- 
fense plant workers. This means that since 
the government certainly cannot operate 
its defense plants under the eyes of Russian 
spies, it must devise some other means of 
checking on employes and of eliminating 
those believed to be security risks. 


While the supreme court decision was 


supported eight to one, there was considera- 
ble difference of opinion as to some of the 
language used and this means that there 
will be great uncertainty as to just what 
steps the government must take to com- 
ply with the court's wishes. Chief Justice 
Warren, who wrote the opinion, seemed to 
insist that the constitution requires con- 
frontation in security proceedings. The case 
in question was that of William L. Greene, 
a former vice president and general man- 
ager of the Engineering and Research cor- 
poration near Washington. D. C. 


Back in April. 1953. the navy told the 


engineering firm that Greene was a securi- 
ty risk. Since the firm was doing entirely 
classified work it was compelled to dismiss 
Greene. Oddly enough, the firm's principal 
contract was for a navy aircraft simulator 
which Greene bad designed. In insisting 
that Greene be discharged, the navy had 
relied on confidential informants but after 
a year of requests from Greene and the em- 
ploying compan\". the navy supplied a state- 
ment of the charges against him. most of 
which are said to have concerned Greene's 
former wife. The charges included the alle- 
gation that Greene had ssreed with his 
former wife's "wild theories." 


Chief Justice Warren's decision put 


great emphasis on the confrontation re- 
quirement. Justices Bkck. Douglas, Bren- 
nan and Stewart joined with Warren in the 
decision. Justices Frankfurter. Harlan and 
Whittaker concurred in the result of the 
decision but did not subscribe to the lan- 
guage of the chief justice. They objected 
that Warren had intimated too much about 
the constitutionality of the security pro- 
ceedings without confrontation. 


There is no provision for confrontation 


for a government employe suspected of 
subversion and none for those in defense 
plants. Justice Clark, the lone dissenter, 
said the court's language put a cloud over 
the security program for government em- 
ployes as well as those in the industrial se- 
curity program. 


It is interesting to note that the court 


on the same day held that policymaking 
goverment officials and military officers 
are immune from libel suits in making 
statements to the press on matters under 
their control. The majority opinion held 
that some injustices might result but that 
is the price necessary to pay for the greater 
good. It seems odd that the court here has 
gsven little consideration to those who 
might be libeled by such reports, while at 
the same time it has sought to protect pos- 
sible suspects at the expense of the people. 
Obviously the entire nation might be dam- 
aged by the employment of a single sub- 
versive in a defense plant If there is any 
time when the rights of the individual 
should be submerged for the greater 
good, that time would certainly seem to 
be when one individual job is to be weighed 
against the right of all the people if not in 
fact against the survival of tie nation.

Until that 
time the salaries and names of employes 
of the individual senator? were published 
in the Senate's secretary's annual report. 
Since that time only the name? of the em- 
ployes have appeared in the secretary's re- 
port and whole some members have made 
known tieir payrolls in part others have 
gone .to great lengths to conceal them.

built «p by fie exposure of some scandal- 
QOS examples of nepotism and under the 


logic of the srgmne&te presented by 


the Arnenran Society of Newspaper Edi- 
tors, the Senate ha= finally and wisely de- 
nd°d to reform. Th° newspaper editors 
inFi^t'vJ that th« people are entitled to 
know how puhhr fund- are spent. Thpre is 
no answer tn that statement and the sen- 
ator? are well aware of it. 


The senators, the editor? and the people 


know very well that the only excuse that 
may be considered in concealing the use of 
public funds is the security of the nation. 
They know just as well that there is no se- 
curity involved in Senate payrolls. That 
being the case, the Senate has wisely 
moved to make the information public. It 
is regrettable that thes« men who must 
know something of the science of public 
relations did not eliminate this bit of pri- 
vate secrecy earlier and with better graca.

John Wise, the father of 


American ballooning, enjoy- 
ed a career which extended 
over 40 years and included 
446 free balloon ascensions. 
Unlike most of tno Ameri- 
can aeronauts of his day, 
who used the crcat globes 
for entertainments at fairs 
and carnivals. Wise's ap- 
proach was scientific, stem- 
ming from an avid study of 
European ballooning. 


In 1822, when he was 14. he 


built and launched a small 
fire balloon. Unfortunately,

it plunged to the roof of a 
house and set fire to it. By 
May 1835, Wise had saved 
enough 
money 
from 
his 


trade as a pianoforte marker 
to build and inflate a full- 
sized hydrogen halloon. His 
first flight from Philadelphia 
to Haddonfield, N. J., was 
a success, and Wise prompt- 
ly abandoned piano making 


much attention to the efficiency of the man 
released. 


That Rogan was efficient and effective 


as insurance commissioner has been wide- 


„ ly recognized in Wisconsin during his term 


of office. It was emphasized at the dinner 
meeting by expressions of approval coming 
from both Republicans and Democrats, 
from the executives of large insurance com- 
panies ^operating in Wisconsin and from 
newspapermen and citizens. The insurance 
executives were, of course, careful to add 'a 
word of welcome to Gov: Nelson's new ap- 
pointee to this office and no one mentioned 
the fact that Rogan's departure was purely 
in the interest of paying a political debt. 


It can be argued, of course, that Man- 


son is an experienced insurance man and 
may be expected to conduct the office ef- 
ficiently and wisely. But that is an excuse 
and not a valid reason for firing a man who 
has made an exceptional record in his of- 
fice, in fact a man who proved to be a real 
find and who was able to perform an im- 
portant service for the people of this state. 


John Wise dreamed of 


ballooning to Europe in 
the hydrogen balloon he 
built in 
1835. 
But in 


order to have financial 
support from Congress, 
which laughed at his 
dreams, he packed sup- 
plies, a crew, and a boat, 
and 
took off from St. 


Louis on a trip across 
America. The 1,200 mile 
trip ended uigloriously 
at Henderson, N. Y. 
when the 
balloon was 


wrecked in a wild storm 
—but until 1910. 
this 


was the longest ballon 
voyage ever made. 


to become a professional 
aeronaut. 


Perhaps his most signifi- 


cant discovery w-as that a 
great current of air moves 
continually around the earth 
in a west-to-east direction. 
He spent his life trying to 
convince people of its prac- 
tical significance, hoping to 
establish air lines across the 
country and eventually to 
Europe. Wise petitioned con- 
gress for S15.000 to imple- 
ment this proposal, but all he 
got was densive laughter. 


In 1&59 Wise decided that a 


successful balloon trip half- 
way across the American 
continent might demonstrate 
what could be done. Another 
balloonist, John LaMountain. 
built the balloon for the 
journey under Wise's direc- 
tion, and a Vermont busi- 
nessman,'O. A. Gager. foot- 
ed the bills. 


Daring Foursome 


When it was finished, the 


three men observed the silk- 


en globe, 50 feet in diameter 
and 60 foot high, and chris- 
tened her the Atlantic. 


The starting point was St. 


Louis, Mo., and the date set 
for July 1. 1859. By 6 p.m. 
the Atlantic, bulging with 
gas from one of the street 
mains of the gaslight com- 
pany, was ready for her his- 
toric flight. In addition to 
her p r o v i s i o n s — 1,000 
pounds of sand ballast, wa- 
ter, ice, a bucket of lemon- 
ade, a basket of wine, and 
sundry well-cooked articles 
of meat and game — she 
also carried a boat suspend- 
ed beneath the basket. 


John Wise climbed into the 


wicker car, and below him, 
in the dangling boat were 
Gager, LaMountain, and a 
Mr. Hyde, an eager-beaver 
reporter for the Missouri Re- 
publican, who had never 
been near a balloon in his 
life. 


At 6:45 the Atlantic was 


cut loose and moved off in 
an easterly direction. For a 
time the airmen returned the 
waves and shouts of the en- 
thusiastic thousands on the 
ground. Then Wise settled 
contentedly back to observe 
the "trim and bearing of his 
noble ship." 


Badly Rigged 


With alarm he saw that the 


great globe was improperly 
rigged. Instead of resting 
equally upon 36 ropes, the 
whole weight was pulling on 
only six ropes, which were 
shorter than they should 
have been, and were cutting 
dangerously into the body of 
the balloon. 
\ 


Gager came up from his 


boat, and with Wise, pulled 
and shoved at the ropes 
till their fingers were torn 
and, bleeding. The rigging 
equalized, Gager slid back 
down into his boat, and Wise 
once more leaned back in 
contentment. 


Soon in the great stillness 


the chief 
aeronaut 
grew 


drowsy. He checked to be 
sure the gas-escape hose, to 
relieve the balloon's disten- 
sion at high altitudes, was 
hanging over the edge of the 
car, and went to sleep.

Toss Ballast 


Below Mm in the boat, the 


three novices decided that 
the balloon was not sailing 
high enough and tossed out a 
liberal amount of ballast. 
The huge bag responded in- 
stantly by soaring high. The 
balloon filled out. the neck 
grew shorter, and the hose 
attachment was drawn back 


into the car, where it pro- 
ceeded to discharge its poi- 
sonous coal gas into the 
mouth and nose of the sleep- 
ing Wise. 


At 12.000 feet, uncomfort- 


ably chilly skies made the 
three wide-awake balloonists 
in the boat call up to Wise to 
yank the valve rope so they 
could come down to warmer 
weather. There was no an- 
swer. 


His heart ^pounding, Gager 


pulled himself up to the bas- 
ket, and found Wise uncon- 
scious. He jerked the poison- 
ous hose away and before 
long the pure air restored 
Wise to consciousness. 


The rest of the 
night 


passed quietly. For amuse- 
ment they "hallooed" at the 
dogs on the ground. If they 
unleashed 
a great 
noisy 


canine comm o t i o n, they 
knew they were over a thick 
settlement. One lonely bark 
told them they were floating 
over some "lone log-cabin in 
the wild woods." Occasional- 
ly, their shouts brought the 
frightening howl of wolves. 


A little before dawn the At- 


lantic passed Fort Wayne, 
Ind.T and soon they were 


whizzing along at about 60 
miles an hour and calculated 
to reach Buffalo around 11 
a.m. 


Ov«r Lake Erie 


The 250-mile trip down 


over Lake Erie was the most 
boring part of the whole voy- 
age. To relieve the monoto- 
ny, Wise let out enough gas 
to bring the balloon down to 
a mere 500 feet above the 
water, \\here they hailed an 
astounded steamboat 
cap- 


tain. 


"How do you do. Cap- 


tain"7" called Wise. "A fine 
morning for boating." 


"Good morning, my brave 


fellows, but where in the 
heavens did you c o m e 
from?" 


"From St. Louis, sir, last 


evening." 


"And. pray, where are you 


going?" 


"Going eastward. Captain; 


first to Buffalo and then to 
Europe, if we can," shouted 
Wise. 


Storm Comes Up 


A short time later Xiagara 


Falls came into view, a tame 


sight to the balloonists from 
a height of 10,000 feet. But 
Wise watched' cloud

cloud .rising from the water 
and grew uneasy. 


All around him he saw the 


sky assume definite charac- 
teristics of a storm's ap- 
proach. The Atlantic was 
nearly out of ballast, which 
meant that it would soon be 
impossible to get above the 
storm. Moreover, the balloon 
was whizzing along at 90 
miles an hour. 


By this time, the otberg
